And, whereas the said candidates have not furnished any reason or explanation for the said failure even aftt r 
due notice and the Election Commission is thus satisfied that they have no good reason or justifici tion for ihe 
said failure, 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of section 10A of the said Act, the Election Commission hereby declares the 
person specified in column (4) of the Table below to be disqualified for being chosen and for being a member of 
either House of Parliament or of the Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State for a period of 3 years 
from the date of this order,

JUDGMENT -' ■ 

1. The petitioner challenges the election of the 
respondent to the Parliamentary Constituency No. - 

- 36, Osmanabad. This Parliamentary Constituer.cy 
in Maharashtra is reserved constituency for Sche¬ 
duled Caste. The petitioner is Mahar by caste and' 
'lie, therefore, contested the election. The respondent 
also contested the election and was declared elected. 
It is the contention of the petitioner, that the res¬ 
pondent belongs to Maratha caste but he obtained 
a false and bogus certificate regarding caste indi¬ 
cating that he belongs to Hindu Khatik community. 
The petitioner has contended that the respondent 
does not belong to Scheduled Caste and. therefore, 
he was not eligible to contest the election from the 
constituency reserved for Scheduled Caste. He has, 
therefore, prayed that the election of the respondent 
to the House of People from 36th Osmanabad 
{Scheduled Caste) Parliamentary constituency held 
on 2-5-1996, the result of which declared Off 
9*5-19967 be'declared as null and void and be set 
.aside. ‘' r ’' 

2. The respondent has filed Civil Application 
'No. ) 6 'etf- 1997' (Exhibit 8) and has raised various 
'preliminary objections to this election petition. He 
has contended that the copy of Election Petition 
furnished to the respondent contains a statement 
which is titled a£ affidavit vide page 68 and at page 
17 and 18 which is titled as verification. The res- 1 
pen dent'has' cfoiltended that the copy 'furnished' to 
*hc respondent does not indicate whether verificatiori) 
was done and, if so, before whom it was done. So, 
the copy is not the true copy of the petition. It is 
also contended that the copy furnished to the res¬ 
pondent does not bear the endorsement of the pre¬ 
sentation of Election Petition and, therefore, 1 it is 
not true copy because the respondent cannot 
ascertain whether the presentation of the petition 
was proper after as per the mandatory previsions - 
of the law. 1 ■' 

3. It is’ also contended that'the copy- which is 
supplied to the respondent indicates that it was 
verified- Off *25th day of June 1996 i.e. 46th day 
from the date of result of election and from this 
ppint of view also, the copy supplied to the res¬ 
pondent is not true copy. Furthermore, the 
■'erficatiort of the copy of 25th June 1996 clearly 
indicates that 1 the Election Petition is filed beyond 
period of limitation. 

4. It is also contended that the petitioner has not 
filed affidavit- in proper form as prescribed under 
the Representation of People Act, 1951 (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Act” for ihe purpose of brevity). 
It is also contended that the petition is not based 
° i £av one of the crcunds mentioned under Section 
100 of the Act and, therefore, it is not maintainable. 
It is further contended that the petitioner had not 
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challenged the genuineness of the _c<aste certificate 
before the appropriate and competent' authority.- 
So also, on 4-4-1996, a, the time of scrutiny of 
nomination papers, the petitioner had not challenged 
the caste certificate produced by the.- respondent 
before the Returning Officer, The petitiqner cannot- 
rely upon the abjection raised before the Returning 
Ofhcer, by Suresh Rohidas Sherkhane, to the caste 
certificate, produced by the respondent before the 
Returning Officer. It is, therefore, prayed .that these 
points be treated as preliminary issues and the 
Election Petition, be dismissed under Section 86 of 
the Act. 

. 5. The petitioner has hied his say to this Civil 
. application and has contended that the allegations 
in the Civil Application ate very vague. The election 
of the respondent is challenged only on one ground, 
that he did not belong to Scheduled Caste and, 
therefore, was not eligible to contest the election 
from that constituency. There is no challenge to 
the election on corrupt practices. So, all the grounds 
raised in the Civil Application are without any 
foundation. There is no material defect in the copy 
of the petition supplied to the respondent and, 
therefore, it is prayed that the application be 
rejected. 

6 . The learned Counsel for the respondent has 
argued that the copy of the .petition which is sup¬ 
plied to the respondent is not the true, copy of the,. . 
petition filed by the petitioner. The copy supplied 
to the respondent is produced on record by the 
respondent and the same is at Exhibit- 16. The 
learned Counsel for the respondent lias pointed 
out that this copy bears the endorsement of Addi¬ 
tional Registrar, High Court of Bombay, Bench at 
Aurangabad, which indicates that the- petitioner 
had sworn the same before the Additional Regis¬ 
trar on 25-6-1996., Though it is mentioned that 
the Election Petition Was filed on 20-6-1996, there 

is no endorsement of the oftieer before whom the 
Election Petition was presented, that it was pre¬ 
sented on 20-6-1996. 

7. The other grounds mentioned ip the Civil 
Application are not pressed by the learned Counsel, 
for the respondent. 

8 . The point raised by the learned Counsel for 
the respondent is that the copy which la supplied,, 
to the petitioner bears the endorsement of the Ad- 
ditional Registrar which indicates that the peti¬ 
tioner had sworn before him on 25th day of June 
1996. While it is the contention of the,, petitioner . 
that the petition was filed on 20th June 1996, This . 
endorsement which is in the form of affidavit clearly 
misleads the respondent regarding the date of filing 
/of the petition. The result of the election was de¬ 
clared on 9-5-1996. The Election Petition ought 1 , 

to have been filed within 45 days from that date. 

On reading the copy which is received by the res¬ 
pondent, it appears that it was filed on 25th June 


,1996, that means, beyond the period of 45 day 
and, therefore, per sc it appears that the Electio 
Petition is barred by limitation and this has th 
effect of misleading the respondent. This is mater k 
discrepancy in the original petition filed in th 
Court and the copy which is given to the respon 
dent., 

9. Their Lordships pf ,the Apex Court, in th 
case of. Dr. (Smt,) Shipra, etc. etc. Vs, Shanti Ll 
K hoiwal (AIR 1996 SC 16911, have relied upo 
the observations of the Apex Court, in the case r 
Mithilesh Kmnar Pandey ,V,s. Baidyanath Yada 
(AIR 1984 SC 305), and have pointed out th 
four principles which Court has. to take into cons 
deration, while resolving the dispute regarding th 
copy supplied to the returned candidate, The thir 
principle (is as, follows : 

“Where the copy contains impoit.mt cmissior 
or discrepancies .of vital nature whic 
are likely to cause prejudice to the d* 5 
fence of the returned candidate, it cai 
not be said that there has been substax 
tial compliance of the provisions of Sec 
tion 81(3) of the Act,’ 

10 . In this respect the observations of the Ape 
Court, in the matter between Murarka Radhe 
/Shyam Ram Kumar Vs, Roop Singh Rathore ■ 
others (AIR. 1964 SC 1545); also should take 
into consideration. Their Lordships have observed 

"We are of the view, that the word ‘copy’ dot 
not mean an absolutely exact copy, 
means a copy so true nobody can by an 
possibility misunderstand it. The te. 
whether; the copy is a true one is whethe 
any variation from the original is calci 
lated to mislead an ordinary person.” 

11. In the present matter, the petition i$ filed o 
20-6-1996. However, the copy which is supplic 
to the respondent bears the endorsement of th 
Additional Registrar indicating that it was swor 
before the Additional Registrar on ,25-6*1996. Sr 
on receiving this copy, anv person will be mislea 
to think that the Election petition was filed o 
25-6-1996 as per the date of affirmation indicate 
by the Additional Registrar, that means, after th 
expiry of the period of limitation and this is de 
finitely misleading, 

.12. The learned Counsel for the-petitioner h? 
argued that the copy given to the respondent doe 
contain a declaration that the peition was solemnl 
affirmed at. Aurangabad on 20th June 1996. Th 
copies of other documents which are supplied t 
the respondent along with the copy of the petitio 
also indicate that those were filed on 20th Jun 
1996 and, therefore, the endorsement by the Ar 
ditional Registrar would not mislead the respor 
dent regarding date of filing of the petition. It h£ 
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to be noted that the petitioner might have put date 
20 th June 1996 on some of the documents filed 
along with the petition. But it has also to be men¬ 
tioned that on seme of he documents the date is 
changed from 18-6-1996 to 20-6-1996., fir., merely 
because in the petition it is mentioned that it was 
affirmed on 20th June 1996, it cannot be said that 
it was really affirmed on 20th June ! 996 when the 
endorsement of the Additional Registrar in the 
form of affidavit bears the date 25-6-1996. 

13. Whether such affirmation on the copy in 
the form ol* affidavit was necessary for the present 
tvpe of petition is altogether different question. 
Once the affirmation on the form of affidavit before 
the Additional Registrar is there and it indicates 
quite different date than the date on which the 
petition was filed, then it cannot be said that the 
cony given to the respondent is substantial true 
copy which will not mislead the respondent, in 
any way. The discrepancy in the original and in 


the copy is of very serious nature and, therefore, 
this copy cannot be considered as true copy as 
contemplated under Sub-Section 3 of Section 81 
of the Act. The objection raised bv the respondent 
in his Civil Application is, therefore, allowed. 

14. In the result, Cvil Application No. 16 of 
1597 (Exhibit 8) of the respondent is allowed. 

15. Election Petition No. 1 of 1996 is d : smissed 
under Section 86 of the Act, No order as to costs. 

16. Copy of this order be sent to the Election 
Commission of India, and Speaker of Parliament, 
as required under Section 103 of Act. and 
Rule 19' of the Hgh Court Original Side Rules. 
The amount deposited by the election petitioner 
be refused to the petitioner.
